


PREFACE 


I T is often stated by a few well-meaning, enlighten- 
ed and patriotic Indians of eminence that the 
Sacred Literature of the Hindus is so varied and intri- 
cate as not to allow of a compreliensive Prayer-Book 
being compiled in our holy language, Sanskrit, for 
general use and acceptance. With a view to see how 
far this statement is founded on fact, I devoted myself 
to the study of Aryan Sacred Writings ; and I was 
glad to find it possible to compile an unsectarian and 
universal Frayer Book, which, as a tentatisre edition, 
was placed before the publi(‘. in 1902. This attempt 
was much appreciated throughout India ; and kind 
suggestions were sent to me by several enlightened 
gentlemen of our land towards the improvement of 
the book. Hence this permanent edition is now 
brought out, incorporating many of their valuable 
suggestions. 

The first conception of the Supreme Being by 
the Indian Aryans, as found in their Sacred Writings 
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—the Holy Vedas is thus described by Sir W.Jones 
one of the most eminent of Western Scholars * : — 

“ Perfect Truth ; Perfect Fdappiness; Without 
equal ; Immortal; Absolute Unity, Whom neither 
speech can adequately describe, nor mind can com- 
prehend ; All-pervading ; Ail-transcending; Delighted 
with II is own boundless Intelligence; Not limited 
by Space or 'lime ; Without feet, moving slowly ; 
\\Tthout hands, grasping all worlds; Without . eyes, 
all-surveyiitg ; Without ears, all-hearing ; Without an 
intelligent guide, understanding all ; Without cause, 
the First of all causes; All-ruling; All-powerful;, 
The Creator, the Preserver aiul the Transformer of 
all things” - such is the (Ireat Qne* 

i^ucli a grand and philosophic conception of God 
is scarcely found in the Sacred Literatures of other 
nations. 

No civilized nation or community worth the name 
exists in the world which does not offer some kind 

of prayer or other to the Supreme Being, the Divine 
Father, the First Cause, be He called by the name

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of DcuSy Nora van j Vishnu, Siva, Allah, Jehovah, 
Jove or Lord. Prayer is the first Breath of Divine 
tlife ; it is the pulse of the believing soul ; and it is 
lalso the issue of a quiet niind of untroubled thoughts, 
grayer is the great solace of the afflicted and the 
feuffering. The IJiiidus, like the Jews, have been 
essentially a religious people, and are accordingly 
enjoined to engage themselves in the service of God, 
even when they are attending to their ordinary duties 
pf life as (iitizeus or householders. Hence they work, 

S alk^ converse, hat he, eat and deej> religiously- 
^hile the orthodox Mahomedan engages himself in 
pfferiug prayers to God five times a day, the Hindu 
is enjoined to offer his devotions at least three times 
i day — morning, mid-day and evening. 

It is this special power of offering prayer and 
holding communion with ( ;od, as well as the power 
:)f reasoning, embodied in language — written or 
5poken— that distinguishes man from brute creation- 
There is often a divergence of opinion as to the 
dements that should go to constitute ‘Prayer-’ It 
lay be classed in three ways. This may take the 
Prm, firstly, of a request for the bestowal of temporal 



blessings and material comforts—sucli as the supply 
of ‘ daily bread ’ and other physical wants, the removal 
of a temporary ailment, the downpour of a shower of 
rain in times of scarcity for food or drought, or 
deliverance from evil from which the votary may 
suffer. This kind of prayer is often characterised as 
iudi(*ative of a loiv mark of eivilizatioii. Illustrations 
of this may be 8(Mm in Nos. 7d, 77, 78, 7b, 81 of Part I, 
aud ill Karunnkara Htotvam page 78, 

Part 111. Secondly, we may oUer prayers for s[)i]*itnal 
growtli, for eidighteiiiiKmt, or for the overcoming of 
temptations, oi’ for help in intdlectual and moral 
difficulties ; aud such spe(u.meus may be notic.ed in 
Nos. 7:i, 7.-), 71), 80 of Part 1. 

Lastly, prayer may assume a loftier form of 
ecstatic contemplation of the Divine Goodness, Power, 
Beauty, Perfection, Omniscience, Omnipotence, His 
Glorious Manifestatioii as the universe, and of such 
other of TIis Infinite Characteristics or Attribute^, 
(Yidr Nos. 70, 71, 72, 83). In this no re([nest fo ^ 
any temporal blessing is made ; and it consists i i 
meditation on, and adoration of, the Divine Perfectioi i 
Or worship of God, and in an intense aspiration fc 



union with God. “ This is the ecstasy of the mystic, 
the meditation of the sage, and the soaring rapture of 
the sainC'^ This form, of prayer may be termed 
‘communion between the Dicinr and the humauf 
when the votary pours himself in lovt' and veneration 
for the most Beloved— that All-pervading, All-embra- 
cing, All-sustaining Liie and Love, wkho it Whose 
Impulse ‘ neither a dry leaf moves, nor a sparrow 
falleth to tiie ground’ Hence tln^ worship of God, 
which is no other than ‘th(‘ rapt adoration, from 
whicd. all petition is absent, and which seeks to pour 
itself forth in sheei’ love of tlie Perfect,’ is th(‘ easiest 
im'ans of union with God.f 

All forms of ‘prayer’ are efiicacions, provided 
they are offered by sincere a]id penitent hearts ; and 
their effects are as much governed by natural laws as 
are all otlier kinds of liuman activity. Ordinarily 
speaking, evei'y person feels himself a more elevated 
and purified being afrer offering ‘ prayer ’ than befime 
it. This is within the experience of all.

together for purpose^ of offering a common pra/er 
to the Almighty with a common end and aim, a 
common purpose, a common deliberation, and a 
common national policy. Tins extract clearly in- 
culcates the idea of universal brotherhood and 
national organization to ac hieve common ends and 
to realize common hopes and aspirations. 

Tie* S(d(mtions of Part IT are taken entirely from 
Bhagavadgita (d he Celestial Song, oi- the Song of 
the Blessed One), following the same scientific ar- 
rangeiiu3ut as that of Part 1, In titis are inserted 
two special prayers intended for the use of all 
Hindu students in schools and colleges, the ‘Initia- 
tory Prayer' being recited by all Hindu cliiklren 
l)efore school- work b(*gins, while the ‘Concluding 
prayer' is to b(^ used at the close of scliool-work on 
working days. The ‘Gita* is ‘pre-eminently a call 
for t!ie })ejf.)riuance dviy and action^ irrespective of 
its consequem^es, and exhorts the votary thus : “ As 
the ignorant act from selfish motives, so should the 
wise mail act, but unselfishly, ever with the good of 
people at heart.” (HI. 2o). It is an expression of 
an ad-absorl)ing national vitality. It does not concern 
itself with any particular * Credo ' ; but it is, in the 



; words of Sister Nivedita, ‘at once the smallest and 
most comprehensive of the Scriptures of the world/ 
It is the supreme imperative. Its essem^e may be 
summed up thus ; “ Play thy whole part in the drama 
of time, devoting every energy, concentrating tliy 
whole force.” This is as much tlie duty of the pious 
and the learned as it is of the labourer, the unlettered 
and the poor, so that salvation as well as the beatific 
vision is within the reach of all. 'Hie Divine Voice 
declares that by worshi[)iiig tlod, and doing the duty 
of his station, every [)erson may attain perfection; 
for he is the true worshipper,” says Lord Sri Krishna, 
‘‘who oilers to Me with devotion even a leal’ or a 
flower, or a cup of water. “ Those who worship 
Me, renouncing all actions in Me, with entire devotion 
. . . . , of them I become ere long the Saviour out of 
the ocean of this mortal world.”f Finally, the ‘Gita’ 
concludes with the gracious words of Sri Krishna : 
“ Putting aside all doctrines, come thou to Me alone, 
for shelter. I will liberate thee from all sins ; do 
thou not grieve ”J. Such is the blessed message of 
the Lord to mankind !
